Be Celebrated in Fu- 
ture as in Past.

PASTORS’ VOICES HUSHED. 


Are Not Allowed to Utter Pro- 
tests Against Former Action, 
Reason for Which is Exe 
plained on Floor. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[{Special.]—Christmas 
will be observed in the public schools of this 
city next month just as it has been in the 
past. That, in substance, is the answer of 
the board of education to the agitation start- 
ed by the board’s supposed intention to elimi- 
nate not only Christmas but everything else 
of a'religious nature from schools and text 
books. 

The board met the situation etadabutty at 
its meeting this afternoon. There was no 
fireworks display, no reading of protesting 
communications, and no hearing of protest- 
ants, as had been expected. 


According to members of the board, there [ 


was never any mystery about the adoption of 
the resolutions in February last which 
started the discussion. 

An estimable and pious man named Har- 
ring was principal of public school No. 144, in 
the Brownsville district of Brooklyn, which 
was inhabited almost entirely by Jews at 
Christmastide a year ago. 


Pious Teacher Cause of Trouble. 


A, couple of days before Christmas, calling 
the pupils together, he preached a sort of 
sermon exhorting them to believe in Jesus 
Christ and to so model their lives as to be 
worthy of the sacrifice of the cross. 

When the children reported to their par- 
ents the teachings of Mr. Harring the board 
of education became the target of vehement 
protests. These protests, in the opinion of 
the board, were justified, for the principal 
had violated the law and the rules of the 
department of education forbidding the ex- 
pounding of any religious doctrines or faith 
in a@ public school. 

The principal was put on trial, found guilty, 
cautioned, and red to a school where 
be was not likely to again fall into error. 


Resolutions Under Fire. 

Following this action the board of educa- 
tion on Feb. 13 last adopted these resolu- 
tions: 

** Resolved, That the singing in the public 
schools of hymns or songs of a sectarian char- 
acter should be ferbidden. 

‘ Resolved, That the reading from any dis- 
tinctively religious treatise or book, other than 
the bible, be forbidden, and that all such books 


should be taken to eliminate therefrom any mat- 
ter of a sectarian or feligious character, and 
that the city superintendent of schools issue a 
circular letter annually cautioning the princi- 
pals and teaching staff in this respect, with a 
copy of this report. 


No Intent to Change Rules. 


At today’s meeting of the board resolu- 
tions, including the February resolutions, 
were offered by Robert L. Harrison. They 
follow: 


** Resolved, That this board did not intend by 
the passage of said resolutions to abolish Christ- 
mas exercises as heretofore conducted “in the 
public schools, and does not intend that the same 
shall be prohibited, and further, this board has 
not directed changes in any books or in any 
songs; and, further, 

** Resolved, That this board did not intend to 
formulate any particular or specific rule for the 
guidance of principals in tne conduct of the 
Christmss exercises, but necessarily left much 
to their own good judgment.”’ 

A man in ministerial garb, who stood out- 
side the railing, started to say something as 
s00n as the reading of the resolutions was 
finished, but President Winthrop drowned 
his. voice by pounding with a gavel on the 
chairman’s desk. 

The Harrison resolutions were then adopt- 
ed, with an amendment providing that the 
superintendent of schools should not send 
out an annual letter of caution to principals 
and teachers. 


Preachers Loud in Protest. 

After the meeting many of the ministers 
who were present prepared to fight for reten- 
tion of Christmas services and were free in 
voicing their feelings. 

‘I think we have been’ treated discour~ 
teously by the board,’’ said Dr. M. A. Me- 


Govern, who said he appeared as a répre- . 


sentative of the Roman Catholic laity. “I 
suppose citizens ought to be allowed to ex- 
press their views. I have retained attorneys 
to take care of the legal phase of the mat- 
ter. We shall begin court proceedings, prob- 
ably on Monday, and ask for a restraining 
order against the board of education. 

‘*T want to tell you a bit of information in 
connection with keeping Christ out of the 
schools. Grace Thompson, the daughter of 
Pastor Thompson of the Park Avenue Meth- 
odist church, was reciting in a public school 
on East Eighty-fifth street. She selected 
the ‘ Wreck of the Hesperus,’ and came to a 
certain line. . : 

**Out that out,’ said Miss Hirschberg, a 
Jewish teacher, when the name of Christ 
was mentioned.”

COMMON FIGHT ON DISEASE. 


Municipal Boards from. Waukegan to 
Gary United by Dr. W. A. Evans. 


A clearing house for the boards of health 
of Chicago and nearby towns was organized 
yesterday afternoon. A meeting of physi- 
clans representing these departments from 
Gary, Ind., on the south to Waukegan on 
the north, and extending to the Fox river 
was held in the office 
of Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of health 
in Chicago. A committee on permanent or- 
ganization was appointed and at the next 
meeting of the association, which will be 
held on Saturday, Dec. 7, officers will be 
elected and bylaws adopted. 

Daily reports will be made from each board 
of health in the Chicago health district. A 
case of smallpox in Waukegan will be re- 
ported the same day to every other health 
department in the association. The number 
of persons who daily visit Chicago from ouf- 
side towns and cities makes it possible for 
disease contracted in one section to be carried 
miles away to another district. In the same 
way contagion in Chicago may be taken to 
a far off suburb. 


No Boundaries; Common Cause. 

“There should be no boundary line in 
sanitary affaires between Chicago and its 
suburbs,”” said Dr. Evans. “ We have a 
common cause. The best results can be 
reached by a hearty cotperation of all de- 
partments of health in surrounding cities 
with Chicago,”’ 

Dr. Evane was the first to undertake the 
work of bringing together the various depart- 
ments. A letter was mailed to the head of 
each bureau several daysago. Fourteen phy- 
siclans answered the call. 

Several suggestions were made at the meet- 
ing. It was proposed that the entire district 
should have a hospital where all smalipox 
patients could be treated. It wasalso agreed 
that as the cost of maintaining laboratories 
was so heavy that it was hardly possible for 
smaller towns and cities to support them, 
all departments of health in the association 
should have tle opportunity of using the 
Chicago laboratory, each bearing the expense 
of its individual cases. 


‘Co-operation Means Efficiency. 

“The matter of economy can be consid- 
ered also in the buying of vaccine and anti- 
toxin,” said Dr. Evans. ‘“‘ We can purchase 
this at wholesale rates and the members of 
tlhe association can have the benefit of these 
prices. 

“ There is the matter, too, of keeping one 
another advised regarding the general health 
cormitions. We publish a health bulletin 
each week, which goes to every school teach- 
er, minister, and newspaper in the city. It 
occurs to me that a part of this bulletin can 
be devoted to matters of especial interest 
to the departments outside of the city Hmits 
and in this way each department will know 
what is being, done in every other depart- 
ment.”

IN FIRE IN KANSAS CITY. 


Gas Explosion in Boarding House Brings 
Death or Injury to Many of Its 
Inmates.

CHARGES CITY NEGLECTS 
AN ARMY OF CONSUMPTIVES. 


Dr. Theodore Sachs Urges Ghetto Resi- 
‘dents to Refuse to Live in Unventi- 
lated Tenem ents. 


“There ts practically no provision for the 
treatment of poor consumptives in Chicago,” 
said Dr. Theodore B. Sachs in an address 
to a large Ghetto audience at the Chicago 
Hebrew institute last night. “There are 
20,000 cases of consumption in the city and 
we have only twenty-five beds at the County 
hospita) for advanced cases and the Dunning 
hospital. 

‘The most terrible thing about- this dis- 
ease is the fact that it is not the aged people 
it carries away, but for the greater part 
people in the prime of life.” 

Dr. Sachs found fifty-six cases in one block 
in a river ward. He advised the holding of 
all kindergarten and first and second grade 
classes in the open air. 

“You people must absolutely refuse to 
live in the inaanitary, unventilated tene- 
ments and houses which are so numerous on 
the west side,”’ he continued. ““‘ We are ail 
exposed to the disease, @nd the one who dis- 
sipatés will almost inevitably catch the dis- 
ease sooner or later. By dissipation I mean 
loss of energy by long hours at work and lit- 
tle sleep. Plenty of rest, food, light, and 
fresh air mean sure death to tuberculosis 


germs.”

CHICAGO DRINKS PIGS’ FOOD 


Supposed Buttermilk Is Only 
Skimmed Article Treated. 


BACTERIA ARE PUT IN IT. 


They Coagulate the Fluid, and Churn- 
ing Forms Lumps. 


Buttermilk dietarians probably will be ap- 
pallied to learn that the lumpy liquid which 
for years has been served in Chicago under 
the general classification of “ buttermilk ” 
is nothing more or less than a mixture of 
aci@ and skim milk. When consuming it 
the buttermilk enthusiasts have been guilty 
of robbing the pigs of their rightful food. 

H. E. Schuknecht, assistant state food 
commissioner, yesterday announced that 
practically every big dealer in Chicago, com- 
prised within the alleged milk trust, makes 
a practice of distributing this liquid in the 
guise of buttermilk. 

Much Chicago “ buttermilk,” according to 
Mr. Schuknecht, is manufactured by de- 
positing a certain amount of culture lactic 
acid bacterfa in skim milk—the sort which 
commonly is looked upom as the rightful 
property of the pigs. The bacteria added 


‘to the skim milk produce a coagulation and 


flavor not unlike genuine buttermilk. Then 
the mixture is churned to produce the lumps. 


Manufactured Fluid to Be Tested. 

What the chemical] substance of this fake 
buttermilk is will form the subject of a 
searching investigation to be made by the 
state pure food commission. 

“J shall take up this question of imitation 
buttermilk within a few days,” seid Mr. 
Schuknecht. “ No doubt there is a chemical) 
difference between this stuff sold for butter- 
milk in Chicago and pure buttermilk. 

“Tf there is no way of preventing its sale, 
this fake buttermilk should at least be 
marked plainly that it is not genuine butter- 
milk. As it is now, the dealers sell the stuff 
under falee represemtationsa. So called ‘ cul- 
ture buttermilk’ ie not buttermilk, whatever 
else Kt is.” 

In addition to raising the price of milk and 
cream, the dealers in the alleged trust boosted 
the price of * buttermilk "’ at the same time. 
Their margin of profit by this means was in- 
creased enormously. Buttermilk formerly 
sold at retall for 5 cents a quart now retails 
at @ cents. The highest price paid for it at 
wholesale is 70 centa for an eight gallon can. 


Rapid Decline in Quality. 

Another wonderful milk transformation 
process has been discovered by city dairy 
inspectors connected with the city laboratory. 
During the last two weeks 8,000 samples of 
milk have been tested at the various railroad 
milk depots. Out of this number of samples 
less than 1 per cent were found to be below 
grade. 

Then after the milk hed been distributed 
to the variohs dealers in the city the inspec- 


tors made a tour of the diaries. More than 


1,000 samples a week were tested and out of 
this number 7 per cent were found to be be- 
low grade. This included milx, which must 
have 3 per cent hutter fat, and cream, the 
standard of which is 15 per cent butter fat. 

Sixty quasi criminal suits against retail 
milk dealers charging them wil! selling milk 
below grade were filed in the Municipal court 
during the Gag. 

It was rumored among milk dealers during 
the day that several of the big dealers in 
the alfeged milk trust are about to put the 
price back to 7 cents a quart for milk and 8 
cents a half pint for cream. Several of the 
dealers, including the Borden company, 
which took the lead in advancing the price, 
have lost hundreds of customers 4s a result 
of the increased price, and the smaller dealers 
who are selling at ee 
the benedit.

It was only after covert threats of impeach- 
ment had been made against McKay and 
the judge had allowed the records of the 
grand jury proceedings to be brought into | 
the trial that the goal was gained. The de- 
fense kept up a brisk warfare all day. 

McKay testified that Walsh had ordered 
him to pay checks to the Hlinois_South- 
erp railroad, and that the checks were paid 
without the. transaction appearing on the 
books in Walsh's name. 

“ This proves nothing,” interrupted Attor- 
ney John 8S. Miller several times, as the 
checks were being read into the evidence. 

“ Let us see,” said Judge Anderson. “If 
money is paid out of a bank to A when A has 
no account, and B is entitled to the money,

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Fletcher Dobyns asked McKay about the 
depositing of a certdin check for $200,000 
to Walsh’s credit after bond sales.

Improved Conditions Cause Action. 

The rapid improvement in financial con- 
ditions throughout the country is believed to 
be a potent factor in the change of plan of 
the administration. It is possible that Sec- 
retary Cortelyou will not extend-his allot- 
ments beyond thoge already made, which are 
believed to cover only a small portion of the 
proposed $100,000,000 issue. All of the al- 
lotments so far made have been to national 
banks.

If the certificates are used to increase bank 
note circulation, this al@ne will result in 
an addition of from $30,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000 to the currency outside the treasury and 
with the gold imports and the new bank 
circulation already issued will make an ad- 
dition of more than $150,000,000 to the new 
currency recently placed at the disposal of 
the market. 


Apparent Working Balance Small. 

The nominal cash balance of the treasury 
today was $241,3093,217, but this was sub- 
ject to the deduction of $234,939,589 in banks 
and elsewhere, leaving only $6,463,628 as the 
apparent working balance. 

‘Receipts continue to fall below the average 
of a year ago, but were a little better today 
than for’ the corresponding day last year. 
The month of November thus far has shown 
a surplus of receipts of $2,931,645, as against 
a surplus in November, 1906, of $4,799,147, 
but this comparatively favorable result has 
been obtained by keeping down expenditures 
by more than $6,000,000 during the month.

Judge 8S. H. Bethea yesterday appointed a 
receiver to take over the business of the 
Heusner Baking company, following the fil- 
ing of an involuntary petition in bankruptcy. 

Henry. Hiestand was appointed receiver of 
the company, which has four large bakeries 
in the city. The nominal assets of the com- 
pany are placed at $50,000 and Its Habilities 
at $150,000. e failure was caused by ina- 
bility to obtain extension on loans. 

The petition was filed by Ira J. Mix, a dairy 
owner, who attached a claim for $1,158. G. 
R. Allen had a claim of $54, and A. W. Lan- 
ning presented $20. 

S. B. Haffenberg, attorney for the credit- 
ors, said: 

“The company is doing a profitable busi- 
ness, but because of inability to secure ex- 
tension of time to meet its obligations it has 
been forced to consent to being adjudged a 
bankrupt. 

* Approximately $200,000 is invested in the 
conmfpany. The ‘receiver was appointed at 
the request of the creditors in order that the 
affairs of the company might be conducted 
without interference. There is more than 
enough to satisfy all creditors.”’ 

Mr. Hiestand was placed under $25,000 
bonds.

TRIAL BY PROXY IS FAILURE. 


Court Detects Deception, but Permits 
Dismissal of Police Case. 


John L. Lucas, head of the firm of J. L. 
Lucas & Co., 184 La Salle street, fire insur- 
ance brokers. was committed to the insane 
asylum at Dunning yesterday by a jury sit- 
ting in the court for the insane at the deten- 
tion hospital.

The ship had blockaded the ‘“‘L"’ road Tues- 
day night. 

‘The cause of the second delay is still unex- 
| plained, but it is said Jonas Greenebaum, 
| in charge of the Van Buren street bridge, left 

his post shortly after the Aurania was 
| dragged to deeper water. Not until his re- 
| Hef, Anthony P. Otto, 194 Walnut street, ar- 

rived was the bridge again in active oper- 
| ation, although it had been raised several 
| thnes for the passage of vessels. When the 
Aurania was towed from the top of the old 
tunnel on which it rested there was a long 
line of boats waiting to pass. It is charged 
that Greenebaum, [Instead of operating his 
side of the bridge, left his place, and as a 
result the vessels were forced to stop before 
the obstruction was reached. Asa result the 
bridgetenders of the Metropolitan elevated 
bridge were unable to work their structure, 
and it was not until Supt. M. J. Feron hurried 
to the scene that conditions were adjusted, 

lp, to a late hour no trace of Greenebaum 
was obtained, but it Is thought that the strain 
of ‘watching '’ a disabled bridge proved too 
much for him. 


River Raised; Joliet Plants Idle. 

The boat was towed off the tunnel back 
by two tugs only after President McCormick 
of the drainage board had taken action 
which raised the level of the river six inches.

More Complaints About Service. 


The day brought forth renewed compjaint 
agaigst the service on the South Side * L.’ 
The latest trouble is connected with the 
service during the rush hours at the Congress 
street terminal. Passengers who board trains 
at the southern extremity of the line expect- 
ing to be deposited at some loop station are 
unloaded there, several blocks away from 
the heart of the business district, and, in 
many cases, without being informed by the 
guards that the traim will stop there. 

An instance of this kind was experienced 
by about 100 indignant passengers on a train 
which reached the north terminal at 6 o'clock 
in theevening and stopped instead of continu- 
ing around the loop. The station was crowd- 
| ed with not less than 2,000 passengers walt- 
ing to go south, and all eager to get the few 
seats at their disposal. The result was that 
the 100 passengera, north bound were con- 
fronted with this struggling mass of human- 
ity packing the platform. 

“It is a miracle that many persons were 
not pushed off the station platform,” said 
one of the passengers who succeeded in 
reaching the street in safety. ‘' That no- 
body was injured is due to the precautions of 
the individuals who make up thecrowd. As

Margin trading on the board of trade was 
termed “ wind sales "’ yesterday in the course 
of a trial before Judge Bruggemeyer for the 
recovery of $40,000 alleged to be due to the 
Nash-Wright company, ja board of trade 
firm, from Daniel C. Wright. 

‘‘It is because this style of trading known 
as the margining of options is of the insub- 
stantial ‘wind sales’ variety,” said Attor- 
ney P. 8. Barnes for Wright, the defendant, 
“that we claim it is nothing but gambling. 
It is therefore illegal, and I contend the 
plaintiffs have no right of recovery. 

“It was all a gamble, but Wright played 
the game fair and square. Last September 
the firm owed Wright $26,000, yet they went 
on the board and spread a rumor that de- 
prived him of a prospective profit of $500,000.”’

STORMY SCENE DEPICTED. 
Salt Lake Man Tells of Fight Be- 
tween Prisoner and Wife of 
Victim in Idaho Hotel. 


——s 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.)-— 
Mrs. Annie M. Bradley’s insanity defense 
was unmercifully- battered today by the pros- 
ecution. Witness after witness was placed 
on. the stand to testify that never had her 
conduct—even under most trying circum- 
stances—been such a&’ to indicate mental 
weakness. Physicians, prison attendants, 
hotel employés, and newspaper men who saw . 
and talked with Mrs. Bradley immediately 
before and after the shooting of ex-Senator 
Brown declared that she was sane. 

The first testimony heard today was that 
of Archibald Livingston, who was Brown's 
stenographer in Salt Lake City: He said that 
on the morning of her departure from Salt 
Lake City—ostensibly for San. Francisco, but 
really for Washington—she appeared well, 
happy, and sane. He told her he did not 
think Brown would marry her. She retorted, 
he declared, that she would “ blow his head 
off " if he didnot. 


Describes Stormy Scene. 


P. P. Christensen of Salt Lake City told 
of a fight between Mrs. Brown and Mrs. 
Bradley in a hotel in Pocatello, Idaho. 
Brown, he said, rescued Mrs. Bradley and 
went with her to another hotel. He said 
that Brown, the two women, and he had a 
long talk over “ the situation,’ during which 
Brown accused his wife of infidelity and ad- 
mitted the parentage of Mrs. Bradley’s sons. 
During this affair he said Mrs. Bradley was 
calm and rational. Soe 

Police Capt. George H. WilMams ané@ 
Lieut. Hartley said Mrs. Bradley was nerv- 
ous when arrested, but they considered her 
sane. Guy E. Burlingame, a.detective, said 
Mrs. Bradley told him she had not expected 
to shoot Brown, but was always afraid 
* something would happen.’’ He considered 
her sane. 


Mrs. Bradley Denied Being Insane. 


Mrs. Thornburgh, police matron, said Mrs. 
Bradley told her she “‘ was far from insane ”’ 
when she shot Brown. Mrs. Bradley, the 
matron said, expressed the hope that Brown 
would recover. 

Howard Brooks, Car! Shepard, and H. C. 
Smith, newspaper men, said that when they 
interviewed Mrs. Bradley on the night of the 
tragedy she appeared rational. This opin- 
ion also was held by Lucy Bernshaw, ma- 
tron of the House of Detention. 

Dr. D. H. Shute, jail physician, testified 
that he never had cause to doubt Mrs. Brad- 
ley’s sanity. 

The hearing of further testimony in behalf 
of the prosecution’s rebuttal is expected to 
end Friday, to which day court adjourned 
after Dr. Shute left the stand.

. GERMANIZING POLAND. 

Berlin dispatches indicate the settied 
purpose’ of the Prussian government to 
push vigorously the policy of Germaniz- 
ing its part of the ancient kingdom of 
Poland. Ever sifice the partition of the 
‘country the struggle between German and 
Pole has been a spirited one. Frederick 
the Great began the work of strengthen- 
ing Prussian interests by purchasing 
lands and settling Germans upon them. 
Bismarck followed the same policy, being 


| convinced that it was the only way to 


secure a preponderance of German infiu- 
ence in that part of the kingdom. 

' Despite the working out of this plan 
during a century, the Poles .have more 
than held their own. Each new move on 
the part of the government has solidified 
Polish sentiment and stimulated the 
Polish national spirit. Millions of dollars 
have been spent by the Prussian govern- 
ment to little purpose in buying up estates 
}and settling Germans upon them. The 
. German language has been made the lan- 
guage of the schools. Thousands of dis- 
couraged Poles have emigrated to other 
lands. But the Germans have not been 
able to get that control of the situation 
which they have sought so long. 

-There-is to be no cessation of the fight. 
The new law of sesociation and assem- 
bly modifies the old one in some respects, 
but requires that all speeches shall be 
made in German. This, of course, ap- 
plies to the situation in the former French 
provinces as well as to the Polish parta 
of the empire, buteit has special signifi. 
cance just now when taken with the othe: 
measures. The government plans to 
spend $87,000,000 more in buying lands, 
this amount being equal to that already 
used for this purpose, 

A new feature is the proposition to con- 
demn lands under the right of eminent 
domain, $12,000,000 of the amount men- 
tioned being set apart for this special 
plan. It is now argued that as lands may 
be condemned for railroad needs, so they 
may justly be taken for the far more

There is always a respectable 
percentage of otherwise intelligent human 
beings who intrust their love affairs, their 
business expectations, their hopes of sud- 
den wealth, the redovery of lost property, 
and other psychic developments to adver- 
tising mediums and seers. It may be pre- 
sumed that such persons will find a way 
to gratify their tastes and dispose of their 
small bills and odd change. But, with a 
penalty of $100 staring at them, the for- 
“tune tellers will be careful how they 
offend the majesty of the law by adver- 
tising their powérs and ensnaring guileless 
creatures who are easily misled by glitter- 
ing promises of wealth and fortune. 

The ordinance does not go quite so far as 
the common law in designating the proph- 
ets, real or pretended, as vagabonds and 
rogues, but its estimate of the profession 
may be gathered from the imposition of 
the fine. Chief Shippy, at whose instiga- 
tion the ordinance has been prepared, is 
naturally indignant at the thought that 
seers are paid for attempts to locate lost 
or stolen property when his detective force 
will do the work for nothing. In other 
respects the fraud on the public is quite 
as obvious, and protection will be afforded 
as far as possible to those who are gulli- 
ble enough to be misled by alluring ad- 
vertisements of a questionable business. 
If in spite of the restrictions the prophet 
of good or evil continues to thrive and 
make a fat living, he must thank those 
who need no flaring advertisemgnts to tell 
them where they may part with their 
money for the pleasure of gratifying their 
childlike credulity.

Gen. Turr, who has now placed himself at 
the head of the newly established Hunga- 
rian branch of the International Anti-Duel- 
ing league, is quite an old man, whose rank 
of general comes to him from the late King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy as a reward for 
the services which at the head of a Hun- 
garian legion he rendered to Italy, first of all 
at the battle of Novara in 1849 and after- 
wards in 1859 and 1860 in the war that drove 
the Austrians out of Italy and which adVed 
the so-called two Sicilies to the kingdom of 
united Italy. a 

His wife, who died several years ago, was 
the illegitimate daughter of Princess Leti- 
tia Bonaparte, the latter a child of the great 
Napoleon's brother Lucien. 

Princess Letitia married Sir Thomas Wyse, 
who was British envoy at Athens, but after 
bearing him two sons separated from him, 
and several years later had three other chil- 
dren, one of them becoming the wife of Gen. 
Turr, the second being the late Mme. Ra- 


Wyse of the French navy whose name is so 
intimately connected with the earlier stages 
of France's disastrous Panama cane! enter- 
prise. 

The Wyse family, which {fs an old Irish 
house of County Waterford, absolutely re- 
fused to recognize the relationship of Mme. 
Turr, of Mme. Ratazzi, or of Lieut. Bona- 
parte Wyse, and some twenty years ago pub- 
lished a collectively signed letter in the 
London Times and other English papers ex- 
plaining how it was that none of the last 


naparte could possibly be the offspring of 
Sir Thomas Wyse, and that they had no 
right, therefore, to bear his name. 
‘ The Wyse estates in Ireland are now in the 
possession of the son of the eldest child of 
Princess Letitia, to whom she gave birth 
before parting from her husband. 
> 


Gen. Turr ts the creator of the Corinth 
canal, which has brought financial disaster 
upon all the companies which have under- 
taken to run it, but which, nevertheless, ig a 
great feat of engineering. 

Born at Baja, In Hungary, he has had a 
most extraordinary career. For after mak- 
ing his début as an officer in the Austrian 
army he deserted it in order to join the revo- 
lutionary forces of Hungary when the great 
insurrection of 1848 broke out. 

After fighting under King Charlies Albert 
of Sardinia against the Austrians he red 
as a colonel of the revolutionary forces in the 


William, at that time prince of Prussia, who 
was engaged in suppressing the rebellion. 
Condemned to death there, as he had pre- 
viously been in Hungary and Austria, he 
made his escape and fied to England, where, 
on the outbreak of the latter’s war with 


British army, with the rank of colonel. 

Sent by the British government in his ca- 
pacity as an English officer to Bucharest to 
purchase horses for the cavalry, he found 
the Moumanian capital occupied by Aus- 
trian troops, who seized him and were 
about to put him to death, not only asa de- 
sertér but also for having borne arms against 
his native country in the latter's war with 
Italy, but was sentenced to be and 
it was only through Queen Victoria's per- 
sonal and pressing appeal to Emperor Fran- 
cia Joseph that the sentence was commuted 
to perpetual banishment, which was remit 
ted about thirty years ago.

MONEY RATE IS- EASIER. 


Improvement in Bond Department an 
Encouraging Factor.

{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—[{Special.]—The 
stock market was irregular throughout to- 
day’s trading with renewed liquidation in 
some issues, notably Missouri Pacific. Before 
the close the market turned stronger. 

Evidences multiplied of the easing of the 
money strain. The high rate for call loans 
was 6 per cent. Only small sums of currency 
were sold at a premium and the premium 
rate showed a decidedly yielding tendency. 
There was a relaxation in some of the in- 
terior markets in rates of exchange in New 
York, which’ marks a subsidence of oneof the 
most embarrassing features of the late 
crisis. 

The tension in the foreign exchange mar- 
ket also sensibly relaxed. The fall in the pri- 
vate discount rate in London was so distinct 
as to give rise to expeg¢tations of a reduction 
in the official rate of the Bank of Mngland. 

In the securities market the improvement 
in the bond department was much more pro- 
nounced than in the stock department. This 
movement is believed to be of excellent aug- 
ury. 

Bonds were notably strong, Total sales par 
value $3,582,000. U. 8S. bonds were unchanged 
on call.

The larger banks where most of such no- 
tices might have been expected to result in 
a large number of withdrawals were prac- 
tically free of depositors setking the money 
due‘ them. This furnished indisputable evi- 
dence of,returning confidence on the part of 
savings depositors tn Chicago banks, and if 
these who, after thirty days, had the right 
to withdraw in cash from savings banks the. 
money due them did not do so, the test of 
sentiment appears complete. 

In the case of Chicago savings banks if is 
further a matter of record that not only have 
cancellations increased and notices of with- 
drawal decreased but also that additional 
new savings accounts are being opened. 
, This. then, may be accepted as the best testi- 
*mony of calmness on the part of the people 
who, naturally, are most easily frightened. 
It is, perhaps, the most agreeable Thanksgiv- 
ing experience that the managers of savings 
banks in Chicago have ever experienced. 


New York “Seeing Daylight.” 

When the resumption of normal currency 
payments will begin cannot be forecast, be- 
cause liquidation at the present time fs the 
culmination of at least ten yedrs’ accumula- 
tion of credits. New York, which furnished 
the basis for the acute financial conditions 
obtaining, has just begun to “‘ see daylight.” 
There has been a great deal of hopeful, if 
not to say optimistic, talk offered for public 
consumption, with the harmless purpose in 
view of allaying distrust and thereby remov- 
ing the fundamental factor in continuing a 
nervous situation. 

The fact is, however, that not untfl last 
Saturday could the foremost banking inter- 
ests in New York feel there could be few 
more surprises ahead for them. The first 
relaxation from four weeks of nervous strain 
and practically sleepless hights was thén ex- 
perienced, 

But when a firm like Flower & Co. must go 
into liquidation after bearing up under a 
bad banking situation as long as the firm did 
it dan with reason be considered a time for 
thoughtful conservatism. 


Currency Premiums 


There was an easier tendency in the New 
York currency market yesterday. The pre- 
mium ranged from 1% to 1% per cent.

IRON OUTPUT GROWING LESS. 


Review of Trade for Week Says Volun- 
tary Restriction of Production Is 
Being Extended. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—[{Special.]—The 
Iron Age tomorrow, after emphasizing the 
importance ef the “ Gary dinner ’ last week, 
will say: , 

** The impression seems to have gone out 
that the committee will embrace in its 
sphere the interests of Merchant Pig Iron, 
and that it will even regulate the prices for 
pig iron. That is not so. 

“The voluntary.restriction of output ts 
spreacing and is expected to become even 
more marked as plant after plant reaches 
the end of orders which can safely be 
shipped. The United States Steel corpora- 
tion now has only fifty furnaces in opera- 
tién. Alabama will be down to seventeen 
active furnaces next week. In the Chicago 
istrict only one Merchant furnace has 
stopped, but others will follow. At the 
lower lake ports a number of furnaces 
have blown: out. 

** Readjustments of wages are being made 
or are in contemplation. throughout the 
whole industry and are being accepted with 
little discussion. As a rule they amount 
to about 10 per cent. 

“Little has been done In structural ma- 
terial. The scrap iron trade is in a demor- 
alized condition. The sharp upturn tn the 
London copper market has frightened off 
domestic buyers. Spelter has had another 
decline, falling to 4.70c.”° 


Improvement Is Looked For. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 27.—The Irom Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: ** With improve- 
ment ih financial conditions there is a more 
hopeful feeling in the irom trade, and there 
is also increasing confidence that when bot- 
tom prices have been struck, there will be a 
buying movement of considerable volume, 
but in actual transactions there is little tm- 
provement. 

“The rigid economy being practiced by 
railroads is illustrated in the putting down 
of some old rails which were taken up in 
more prosperous days, when it was thought 
that their usefulness was at an end, and by 
the repairing of equipment which had been 
condemned to the scrap heap.”’
